Freedom of 
Speech Tough 
on Courts

Washington, May 12 
— The 


Supreme court gets itself into 
neat knots on the question of free- 
dom of speech. 


The constitution says 
congress 


shall make no law interfering with 
freedom of speech. 


In 1919, backed by the other eight 


justices of the Supreme court, Jus- 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote 
an opinion on freedom of speech. 


He said: "The question in every 


case is whether the words 
used 


are used under such circumstances 
and are of such a nature as to cre- 
ate a clear and present danger that 
they will bring about the substan- 
tive evils that congress has a right 
to prevent." 


Since 1919 this "clear and present 


danger" test has been a guide for 
other Supreme court justices to fol- 
low in deciding whether some law 
which comes before them is 
in 


guarantee of freedom of speech. 


No one will argue that a man 


should be allowed to shout "fire" 
in a crowded theater to cause a 
panic. That's a clear cut case of 
when a man shouldn't be allowed 
rce speech. It's an abuse of free- 
om and harmful to others. 
But other cases which have come 


aeforc the court since 1919 are not 
o clear cut. 
The Communist party, on the sur-1 
ace at least, is a political party, 
n this country anyone is free to 
oin any political party he chooses. 
This is an exercixe of his guaran- 
eed right of freedom of speech. 
Since the Communist party 
has 


never been outlawed by congress, 
anyone is free to join it. But in 
.947 congress passed a law, 
the 


raft-Hartley labor act, which said: 


If the officers of a labor union 


are Communists, that union can't 
jet the benefits and protection of 
.he law. This has been a bitter 
joint with labor leaders ever since. 


The argument against that part 


of T-H goes like this: It is uncon- 
stitutional because it 
interferes 


with the right of union officials

Justice Jackson, one of the four 


justices overruled by the other five, 
protested this was certainly a case 
of "clear and present danger" and 
he thought the five should be up- 
held. 


On a freedom of speech issue in 


June, 1948, the court ruled, 5 to 4, 
that local police may not regulate 
the use of sound trucks and loud-4 
speakers. 


But in January, 1049, the court 


followed this with a 5 to 4 deci-

states. 


The government here isn't in- 


terested in preventing the spread- 
ing of Communist doctrine. And the 
spreading of that doctrine, at least 
in this case, isn't a matter of a 
"clear and present 
danger.' In 


fact, speech isn't involved in this 
case at all. What is, then?
